He Would Apply It to Hu- 
man Life.

AT TERRIFIC SPEED. 

The train is said to have ieft 
Bridgeport fifteen minutes late and 
was running at a terrific rate of 
spee@ when it passed Saugatuck Here 
the engineer drove his engine into a 
switch, intending to cross from the 
inside to the outside track at a point 
500 feet from the station and just 
east of a culvert.

PASSENGER'S STATEMENT.

But before I could do 
anything I saw the black sides of the 
engine loom up in front of the win- 
dow where I sat. As I struggied to 
help one of the women, who were 
screaming, there was 4 tremendous 
explosion. I know that it was the 
Pintech gas tank that burst and I 
thought so then, for the car began 
to fll with gas. We were almost 
suffocated for a moment, with the 
sweet, sickening odor. And then, all 
at once, fames filled the whole Pull- 
man.” 

TO PUT OUT THE FIRE. 

The train crew hurried to the as- 
sistance of the passengers as soon as 
they could collect themselves arid 
run to put out the fire tn the burn- 
ing Pullman, but the gas fed the 
fierce flames and it was almost im- 
bombe to approach the car. The 
fire departments of South Norwalk 
and Sugatuck were called out, but 
even after their arrival the fire 
burned several hours bef 
could get to the car and — 
bodies.

Gen. Schuyler Visite Scene of 
Former Labors. | 


Easterner Hunts Treasure in 
Arizona Hills. 


[Special Correspondence of the Times.) | 

PRESCOTT (Aris.) Oct. 1.— Gen. 
W. 8. Schuyler, commanding the Pa- 
ciffe military division, has been a vis- 
tor to this vicinity, coming especially 
to consider the availability of Whip- 
ple Barracks as the site for a large 
school of musketry, such as is now 
maintained at Monterey Barracks, 
California. A few miles distant, near 
Point of Rocks, a fine target range 
was established years ago, in a section 
where natural conditions are of the 
best for the deployment and maneu- 
vering of even a division of troops It 
was the general's first visit to the sec- 
tion since 1873, when, as a lieutenant 
of the Fifth Cavalry, he was stationed 
at Ft. Verde, about forty miles east 
of Prescott. He was taken to Verde 
by automobile, to view the ruins of 
what once was the most important 
military post In the Southwest, where 
the Apaches were concentrated by 
Gen. Crook prior to being marched to 
their new home on the Gila, around 
San Carlos. At that time Lieut. Schuy. 
ler for a while had charge of 3500 
Apaches, who proved troublesome 
wards. The distinguished visitor was 
received at Verde with all honors, the 
public school children of the district 
having been gathered on the old pa- 
rade ground to welcome him back 
with patriotic songs. 

It has been learned that Adjt.-Gen. 
A. O. Brodie of the Pacific division has 
been promoted to the rank of full 
colonel and that he is due for retire 
ment next year. Col. Brodie was «@ 
graduate of West Point of the class 
of 1870, but resigned from the First 
Cavalry in Arizona in 1877 to enter 
business. He returned to the service 
as a major of the Rough Riders in 
1898, and was discharged as licuten- 
ant-colonel of the regiment. He re- 
entere4é the regular service from the 
office of the Governor of Arizona and 
was made an assistant chief of the 
Division of Records and Pensions, 
with the rank of major. Since then 
he has had service in Washington, 
Dakota, the Philippines and San Fran- 
cisco.

RESIGNATION 
NOW THE PROGRAMME. 


Involving Moral Censor a 


Hard Shock to Good Gov- 


ernment S ponsors—Mrs. E ddie Loyal. 


ITY PROSECUTOR EDDIE, who 
C was arrested Wednesday under 
dramatic circumstances, charged 
with contributing to the delinquency 
of Mra. Alice Phelps, a minor, stated 
yesterday afternoon in his office, 
where the offense is alleged to have 
been committed, that he “may resign 
within a few days.” 

Eddie declared, however, that he 
will not resign if requested to do 80 
by Mayor Alexander or any ci or 
political organizations. He ne 
will fight to the last ditch any efforts 
made to drive him from office while 
he is under fire. He gave as his 
reason for probably stepping out vol- 
untarily that his name has been be- 
smirched by enemies who “framed” 
the “job” on him, and said that for 
the same reason the interests of the 
city might best be subserved by his 
resignation. 

Eddie announced last night that he 
has retained Earl Rogers, Frank 
Dominguez and Former Justice Albert 
Lee Stephens to appear for him in 


Court this afternoon at 2 o'clock, 
when he is to answer to the charges 
made against him by Humane Officer 
Mclaughiin. In all probability Eddie's 
attorneys will ask Judge Wilbur of 
the Juvenile Court to postpone the 
hearing for several days. 

It ie believed that the hearing win 
be private, although Eddie declared 
with vigor last evening that he doesn't 
care whether it is publie or private, 
as he is confident he will not only 
prove his innocence, but also expose 
the men who he asserts jobbed him.” 
He says, however, that he will leave 
this feature to his attorneys, and any- 
thing they decide upon will be satis- 
factory to him. ; 

HITS THEM HARD. 

Events broke with startling rapidity 
in the case yesterday, and 
the dramatic incidents surrounding 
the arrest of the moral censor of 
Los Angeles was the chief topic of 
conversation at the City Hall, in cafes, 
hotel foyers and wherever men 
gather.

Museum a small letter which dates 
back to the first century A. D., and 
which throws light upon the medical 
profession of that period, 

The letter is written upon a sheet 
of papyrus about the size of a half 
sheet of ofdinary note paper. The 
writer was a certain Procietus, a resi- 
dent of Alexandria, the recipient be- 
ing a drug merchant named Pecysis 
at Oxyrhyneus in the Fayum. The 
missive reads as follows: . 

“Procielus to his dearest Pecysis, 
greeting: ‘ 

“Be so good as to sell at your risk 
good quality of these drugs which my 
friend Sotas says that he has need 
of. so that he may bring them to 
Alexandria. For if you do otherwise 
and give him stale stuff, which will 
not pass muster in Alexandria, un- 
derstand that you will have to settle 
with me in regard to the expenses. 

“Greet your family.” 

The letter was folded and sealed 
with a clay seal and was indorsed to 
Pecysis. It is conjectured that he was 
one of those Greek merchants who 
employed native Dgyptians to gather 
supy@ies for them and prepare ex- 
tracts and decoctions which they sup- 
plied to the doctors of ‘Alexandria and 
other great cities. 

The discovery of the letter affords 
a new illustration of the unchanging 
character of life in the East. Many 
drug sellers of precisely the same 
character are to be found today in 
Akhmin, Girgeh and other towns in 
the Nile Valley.
